It is difficu lt to say ju st what 
the 1967 v oter registration fig­ 
u res mean becau se of a decided 
lack of any v alid criteria for 
ju dging them — a reason for 
this being that lor y ears the reg­ 
istration book s were listing as 
v oters people who had long since 
departed this v ale of tears. 
Kingston, 
with 
12,7 45 regis­ 
trants, is u p 1,091 from last 
last y ear. The rest of the cou nty 
totals 48,925 which, ju dging by 
last y ear’s 56,825. appears as 
a decrease bu t in fact, is not, 
and this is the interesting part. 
The 1966 cou nty v ote (ex clu d­ 
ing Kingston) was only 41,254 — 
a 
difference 
from 
the 
same 
y ear’s registration figu res of 15,- 
5 7 1! 


(There was only a span of 435 
between 
1966 
registrants 
and 
v oters in the City , where it was 
impossible to register a dead 
person.) 
According to a spok esman at 
the* Board of Elections, a letter 
wou ld be sent arou nd to Cou nty 
residents who had failed to v ote 
for the prev iou s fou r y ears, and 
if they did not respond their 
names wou ld be tak en off the 
book s. 
Names Put Back 
“ Bu t often tim es,” the spok es­ 
man said, "the names wou ld be 
pu t back on the book s by party 
comm itteem en.” 
Whether the committee m e n 
were ou t of tou ch with their 
commu nity and were not aware 
of who had mov ed away or died, 
or whether more astu te motiv es 
were inv olv ed, is not k nown. 


The v oting figu res show, how­ 
ev er. .that many silent partners 
appeared 
in 
the 
registration 
book s y ear after y ear. 
Perm anent personal registra­ 
tion shou ld solv e this age-old 
problem.

On to the problem of predic­ 
tion: 
The Board of Elections spok es­ 
man said that the feeling was 
that the general Cou nty regis­ 
tration was u p. and, if this is so, 
this cou ld fav or the ou t-party 
Democrats. 
High registration figu res tend 
to demonstrate mu ch more than 
simple interest in a political 
campaign; 
rather, 
they show 
dissatisfaction.

v oter registration is that people 
do not tu rn ou t in drov es when 


they are u nmov ed by the issu es, 
when they feel they hav e not 
been giv en a real choice in the 
m atter, and when they are v agu ­ 
ely satisfied with the present 
gov ernment. 
They do tu rn ou t. howev er, 
when 
they are bo t h e r e d, 
scared, ex cited. 
F ar too many 
people wou ld 
rather v ote somebody ou t of of­ 
fice than v ote to retain an of­ 
fice-holder who has been giv ­ 
ing a fair, if u nex citable. per­ 
formance. 
Eq u ally , people will tu rn ou t 
in great nu mbers to k eep a per­ 
son from being elected.

No Certainty 
M a y on e probabably realiz­ 
es, howev er, that the Bechtold- 
Smith tick et w'ou ld hav e to hav e 
solid su pport from the GOP v ot­ 
ers of 1965, and of this, no one 
can be certain. 
Any incu mbent Kingston May - 
nr cppldno' rpplprtinn to a second 


term of office mu st be con­ 
sidered to hav e an edge. And re­ 
gardless of how many issu es 
hav e been ex plored by Repu bli­ 
can-Liberal Bechtold in that long 
line of press releases to come 
ou t of the GOP Wall Street head­ 
q u arters, the grim fact is that 
a v ast nu mber of v oters are not 
mov ed by political mu lti-v aried 
themes. They recognize a phrase 
or a name, and an incu mbent’s 
name is v ery recognizable. 
In New York City one y ear, a 
man called Abe Stark won a post 
on the City Cou ncil. Why ? Be­ 
cau se 
for 
y ears Abe 
Stark ’s 
name appeared in hu ge letters 
on a wall of the Brook ly n Dod­ 
ger's Ebbets Field ball park . 
Stark had held no political of­ 
fice prior to his election, nor 
had he come u p with any con­ 
trov ersial issu es. 
The simple fact is that the 


v oters were fam iliar with that 
grou p of letters that made u p 
his name. 
With all‘ the hammering at 
G arraghan’s 
alleged 
“ inept- 
r.ess” in office, one is stru ck 
with the obv iou s u se of the May ­ 
or’s name — ov er and again 
May or G arraghan’s n a me 
is 
mentioned. 
One other Repu blican problem 
is the creating of a strong image 
for Bechtold. Voters mu st 
not 
only hear and see his name often 
bu t they mu st be able to identify 
it with strength, action, leader­ 
ship, q u alification, and all those 
v irtu es which mak e for a win­ 
ner. 
It ju st may be, howev er, that 
Nov ember 7 will tell a v ery 
close story , regardless of the 17 -

The 5.6 j>or cent military pay lioost recently pro­ 
posed by the House Armed Serv ices Committee will 
raise the i» ay of a newly enlisted men in the armed 
serv ices, including basic scale plus lienefits, from $2,122 
a y ear to $2,384, far short of the civ ilian minimum 
wage of $1.40 an hour for a 40-hour week at $2,9 12. 
It would take a 33 1/3 per cent raise to match the 
civ ilian minimum. 
A group of 19 House Republicans plan to publish 


a lx x >k, “ How to Knd the Draft,” the main theme of 
which is that a military pay scale Ix 'ginning at the 
civ ilian minimum wage is the first step to help reduce 
draft calls “ right down to zero.” They insist that as 
long as beginning serv icemen get paid less than the 
civ ilian minimum wage required by law, there is no 
hope of ov er getting rid of the draft. 
The civ ilian minimum wage was recently upgraded, 
starting with $1 an hour for many who had not been 
cov ered before. Reginning military pay now ex ceeds 
this new civ ilian minimum of $2,080 a y ear for a 
40-hour week at $1 an hour. But the gi-oup was think­ 
ing of the much wider minimum in general industry , 
and the fact that in a nearly full employ ment econ­ 
omy , the educated and skillful hav e a good chance of 
getting such lietter paid jobs. 
We are not so sure that the enlistments would in­ 
crease so rapidly as to eliminate the need for the draft, 
ev en if the beginning serv ice pay compared with a 
minimum civ ilian wage. But it is worth a try . If it 
produces a professional Army as well as the profes­ 
sional Nav y and Air Force we now hav e, largely 
through enlistments, it will eliminate much of the 
oj>position to the war. It would be a morale builder 
worth the price. 


2.000 Deaths a Week 


Accidental deaths of all kinds decreased one per 
cent to 52,500 in the tirst half of this y ear, although 
motor v ehicle fa ta lity remained unchanged at 23,600 
for the same six months. That means accidental deaths 
of all kinds av eraged more than 2,(XX) a week. Traffic 
deaths rise in the more hazardous second half of the 
y ear, when they bring up the av erage to 1,(KX) a week. 
These figures were released by the National Safety 
Council to the 12,000 specialists in the' prev ention of 
accidents meeting this week in Chicago for the world’s 
largest safety congress. 
Headed by fomier Gov . Ho wal'd Py le of Arizona, 
the council is best known for its ex hortations to safe 
driv ing and holiday death forecasts. Howev er, with 
the big increase in population and mounting leisure 
time hav e come a host of new hazards to life and limb, 
-md these are more than doubling the accidental fa­ 
cilities. 
While the council continues to campaign for de- 
rensiv e driv ing—“ improper driv ing of some kind is 
found in about 9 0 per cent of all traffic accidents and 
Bdcohol is a factor in perhaps 50 ;x ‘r tent of fatal ac­ 
cidents” —the council is shifting its emphasis. 
Air embolism in scuba div ing deaths, the perils 
of flammable fabric's including ikijht diesses, the 25 
million power mowers in use, Ix x iting, skiing, sky 
liv ing, farm and industrial hazards, all now threaten 
the unwary . Caution is the watchword in just about 
ev ery endeav or of man today . 


Consumer Spending 


A new quarterly surv ey , Consumer Buy ing Pros­ 
pects. launched its first issue with some v ery optimis­ 
tic* forecasts for the nex t six months, as follows: 
Consumers will increase their spending for new 
automobiles by 10 per cent and for major household 
durables by four i>er cent. 
And they will increase 
single-family housing starts by 14 per cent. 
Consumer Buy ing Prospects is published by the 
Commercial Credit Company , one of the nation’s three 
sales finance concerns. Data is obtained ev ery thi*ee 
months from a random sample of some 15,000 house­ 
holds repiesenting all 50 states and ex pertly screened. 
Paul \V. McCracken, one-time member of the Presi­ 
dent’s Council of Economic Adv isers, Is the economic 
adv iser to the company . With the forecast putting 
automobile buy ing for the nex t six months at $31.5 
billion, or a rate of 9 million, household durables buy ­ 
ing at $32.8 billion and housing starts at 9 00,000, 
consumer buy ing would confirm that the boom will 
continue well into 19 68.

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The Political ll iuds 
A Look at ’67 City, County Registration: What Does It Mean?

F reeman political \\ riter 
It is difficult to say just what 
the 1967 voter registration fig­ 
ures mean because of a decided 
lack of any valid criteria for 
judging them — a reason for 
this being that for years the reg­ 
istration books were listing as 
v oters j>eople who had long since 
departed this vale of tears. 
Kingston, with 12,745 regis­ 
trants. is up 1,091 from last 
last year. The rest of the county 
totals 48,925 which, judging by 
last year’s 56,825. appears as 
a decrease but in fact. is not, 
and this is the interesting part. 
The 1966 county vote (exclud­ 
ing Kingston) was only 41,254 — 
a difference from 
the same 
year's registration figures of 15,- 
5711 


(There was only a span of 435 
between 
1966 registrants and 
voters in the City, where it was 
impossible to register a dead 
person.) 
According to a spokesman at 
the* Board of Elections, a letter 
would be sent around to County 
residents who had failed to vote 
for the previous four years, and 
if they did not respond their 
names would be taken off the 
books. 
Names Put Back 
“But often times,” the spokes­ 
man said, “the names would be 
put back on the books by party 
committeemen." 
Whether the committee m e n 
were out of touch with their 
community and were not aware 
of who h id moved away or died. 
or whether more astute motives 
were involved, is not known. 


The voting figures show', how­ 
ever. .that many silent partners 
appeared 
in 
the 
registration 
books year after year. 
Permanent personal registra­ 
tion should solve this age old 
problem. 
• • • 
On to the problem of predic­ 
tion; 
The Board of Elections spokes­ 
man said that the feeling was 
that the general County regis­ 
tration was up. and. if this is so, 
this could favor the out-party 
Democrats. 
High registration figures tend 
to demonstrate much more than 
simple interest in a political 
campaign; 
rather, they show 
dissatisfaction. 
One fairly stable factor in 
voter registration is that people 
do not turn out in droves when 


they are unmoved by the issues, 
when they feel they have not 
been given a real choice in the 
matter, and when they are vagu­ 
ely satisfied with the present 
government. 
They do turn out. however, 
when 
they are bo t h e r e d, 
scared, excited. 
Far too many people would 
rather vote somebody out of of­ 
fice than vote to retain an of­ 
fice holder who has been giv­ 
ing a fair, if unexcitable, per­ 
formance. 
Equally, people will turn out 
in great numbers to keep a per­ 
son from being elected. 
A high registration figure, 
then will generally favor the 
out-party.

John Ray Mayone. GOP City

themes. They recognize a phrase 
or a name, and an incumbent's 
name is very recognizable. 
In New York City one year, a 
man called Abe Stark won a post 
on the City Council. Why? Be­ 
cause for years Abe Stark's 
n'm e appeared in huge letters 
on a wall of the Brooklyn Dod­ 
ger's Ebbets Field ball park. 
Stark had held no political of­ 
fice prior to his election, nor 
had he come up with any con­ 
troversial issues. 
The simple fact is that the 


voters were familiar with that 
group of letters that made up 
his name. 
With all' the hammering at 
Garraghan's

ness’’ in office, one is struck 
with the obvious use of the May­ 
or’s name — over and again 
Mayor Garraghan’s n a me 
is 
mentioned. 
One other Republican problem 
is the creating of a strong image 
for Bechtold. Voters must not 
only hear and see his name often 
but they must be able to identify 
it with strength, action, leader­ 
ship, qualification, and all those 
virtues which make for a win­ 
ner. 
It just may be. however, that

LOI* Plan lo End Draft 


The 5.6 i»er cent military pay Imost recently pro­ 
posed by the House Armed Services Committee will 
raise tile pay of a newly enlisted men in the armed 
services, including basic scale plus benefits, from $2,122 
a \oar to $2,3X4, far shoji of the civilian minimum 
wage of $1.40 an hour for a 40-hour week at $2,912. 
It would take a 33 1 3 per cent raise to match the 
civilian minimum. 
A group of 19 House Republicans plan to publish 
a book, “How to tJid the Draft,” the main theme of 
which is that a military pay acale lieginning at the 
civilian minimum wage is the fliest step to help reduce 
draft calls "right down to zero.” They insist that as 
long as b eg in n in g servicemen get pud less than the 
civilian minimum wage required by law, there is no 
hope of ever getting rid of the draft. 
The civilian minimum wage was recently upgraded, 
starting with SI an hour for many who had not l>eon 
eoveiYd before. Beginning military jwiy now exceeds 
this new civilian minimum of $2,080 a year for a 
40-hour week at $1 an hour. But the group was think­ 
ing of the much wider minimum in general industry, 
and the fact that in a nearly full employment econ­ 
omy, the educated and skillful have a good chance of 
getting such lief ter paid jota. 
We are not so sure that the enlistments would in­ 
crease so rapidly as to eliminate the* need for the draft, 
even if the beginning service pay (‘ompaied with a 
minimum civilian wage. But it is worth a try. lf it 
pixxtutes a professional Army as well as the* profes- 
s Iona I Navy and Air Forte we now have, largely 
through enlistments, it will eliminate much of the 
ofiposition to Hie war. It would he a morale builder 
worth the* [nice. 


2.000 Deaths a Week 


Accidental deaths of all kinds decreased one per 
cent to 52,300 in the first half of this year, although 
motor vehicle fatalities remained unchanged at 23,600 
for the same six months. That means accidental cieaths 
of all kinds averaged more than 2.000 a week. Traffic 
deaths rise* in the mort* hazardous second lialf of the 
year, when they I King up the average to I,(KM) a week. 
These figures were released by the National Safety 
Council to the 12,(KIO specialists in the prevention of 
accidents meeting this week in Chicago for the world’s 
largest safety congress. 
Headed by fonner Gov. Howard Pyle of Arizona, 
the council is best known for its exhortations to safe 
driving and holiday death forecasts. However, with 
tile* big increase in inundation and mounting leisure 
time have come a host of new hazards to life and limb, 
end th**** are more than doubling the accidental fa­ 
talities, 
While the council continues to campaign for de- 
ensive driving 
“improper driving of some kind is 
found in alxxit 90 per cvnt of all traffic accidents arid 
ah-ohol is a factor in perhaps 50 j**r cent of fatal ac­ 
cidents—the* council is shifting its emphasis. 
Air embolism in scuta diving ckxiths, the perils 
of flammable fabrics including paper dresses, the 25 
million power mow cise in use, flouting, skiing, sky 
jiving, fa nu and industrial hazards, all now th nu ten 
the unwary. Caution is the watchword iii just atxnrt 
every endeavor of man today. 


Consumer Spending 


A new quarterly survey, Consumer Buying Pros­ 
pects, launched its lii*st issue with some very optimis­ 
tic forecasts for the next six months, as follows: 
Consumers will increase their s|x*nding for new 
automobiles by IO per cent and for major household 
durables by four per cent. And they will increase 
single-family housing starts by 14 tier cent. 
Consumer Buying Prospects Is published by the 
Commercia] Credit Company, one of the nation s three 
sales finance concerns. Data Is obtained every three 
months from a random sample of some 15,000 house­ 
holds representing all 50 states and expertly screened. 
Paul W. McCracken, one-time member of the Presi­ 
dent’s Council of Economic Advisers, Is the economic 
adviser to the company. With the forecast putting 
automobile buying for the next six months at $31.5 
billion, or a rate of 9 million, household durables buy­ 
ing at $32.8 billion and housing stalls at 900,OOO, 
consumer buying would confirm that the boom will 
continue well into 1968.

Near East Crisis Revives 
Danger of U.S.-Soviet Clash 


W ASHINGTON—Events in 
tho N ear E ast are rapidly 
getting so out of hand that 
the United States and Soviet 
Russia could find themselves 
in a disastrous confrontation 
leading to World W ar III. 
The most dangerou* devel­ 
opm ent is the inflamation of 
Arab and Israeli public opin­ 
ion to the point where it has 
become almost impossible for 
moderates on*either side to 
exert influence. 
Prem ier Eshkol on the Is­ 
raeli side, a m oderate, has 
found is impossible to hold 
back 
his defense 
minister. 
Gen Moshe Dayan, a brilliant 
field commander but a rab- 
blerouser and something of a 
grandstander. 
On the Arab 
side, President Nasser, much 
more 
m oderate 
than 
his 
W estern critics realize, finds 
it impossible to hold back his 
own m ilitary leaders. 
He is 
now as unpopular with the 
Egyptian Army as was King 
Farouk whom N asser kicked 
off the throne after Egypt’s 
defeat by Israel in 1948. 
Since then Egypt has suf­ 
fered two more defeats at the 
hands of lsrale, plus a defeat 
by Yemen. 
Today Egyptian 
officers are back from Yeman 
after having their ears cut off 
and vital organs maimed by 
Yemenite 
guerrillas.

against Nasser and ready to 
assassinate him the m inute 
he wavers in standing up to 
Israel. 
The suicide of M arshal Ab­ 
del Hakim Amer was induced 
because he was caught in a 
plot to assassinate his one­ 
time friend, now considered 
the enemy of the arm y, Carn­ 
al Abdel Nasser. 
Last sum mer King Hassan 
of Morocco, a m oderate Arab 
and a friend of the United 
States, offered to m ediate the 
Israeli-Arah dispute—if there 
was* any chance of success. 
He warned, however, that he 
did not w ant to get bogged 
down in a futile negotiations 
which 
would 
get 
nowhere. 
The State Departm ent in all 
frankness had to advise that 
the situation was hopeless. 
It has become worse. 
In 
Israel, the onetime altruism 
of the people has given way 
to a hard cynicism and a be­ 


lief that Israel’s only hope is 
naked force. The Israelis have 
seen their onetime friend Gen. 
de Gaulle line up with the 
Arabs for the sake of Al­ 
gerian oil. 
They were start­ 
led by the fact that the United 
States hesitated during the 
June showdown over the Gulf 
of Aqaba where John Foster 
Dulles had given them a writ­ 
ten pledge that this would re­ 
main an international water­ 
way. 
The Israeli cynicism is best 
represented by Moshe Dayan, 
the one-eyed general who led 
the Israeli forces over an old 
geologists' trail through the 
Sinai Desert to a quick victory 
over Egypt in 1956 and whose

June. 
En Eye for an Eye

It has been Eshkol’s policy in 
the past to try to win the 
friendship of moderate Arabs 
such as President Bourguiba

Hussein 
is known as one who believed 
Jordan and Israel must work

and would be assassinated as 
his grandfather King Abdul­ 
lah was if he agreed to peace 
talks. 
A little over a year ago in 
Tel Aviv I asked ex Prem ier 
Bcn-Gurion 
when

East. 
His reply was brief 


and to the point. 
"When the 
United States and Russia de­ 
cide there shall be peace." 
Ben-Gurion was right then 
and he is right today. 
The tragedy is that Russia 
and the United States, instead 
of exercising a restraining in- 
fuence. may be sucked into 
war. The anti American clique 
in the Kremlin has been de­ 
termined to rearm the Arabs 
in retaliation for their defeat 
last June and indirect retalia­ 
tion for our war in Vietnam. 
If the United States is going 
to send its arm ed forces as 
far away as Southeast Asia, 
the Kremlin clique argues, 
Russian can retaliate by send 
ing arm s to Neartheast Asia. 
They know that we are so 
bogged down in Vietnam that 
we are powerless to do much

Suez. Meanwhile, as the U.S.

Myth About Unity Among GOF

The myth probably never 
had more titan a thin thread 
of plausibility. 
Most of the 
governors are continuously di­ 
verted by their own nagging 
problems, 
which 
have 
in­ 
increased nightly since 
the 
Republican group formally or­ 
ganized 
four years 
ago in 
Miami Beach. 
More than a year later in 
Denver, stunned as they were 
by their party’s huge defeat in 
1964. they 
persuaded 
them ­ 
selves they could become at 
once a driving and leavening 
force in a massive reconstruc­ 
tion effort. 
Some of this rebuilding has 
occurred, as the party’s im­ 
pressive 1966 election victories 
attest. The governors them ­ 
selves have been among the 
beneficiaries, since they now 
number 25 against a mere 16 
when they first got together 
in 
Florida. 
But their contribution to the 
improvement has been largely 
individual. As a group they 
have failed to develop and use 
power. 
The consequences 
of

failure, most 
strikingly

ence in the Caribbean, are

The only COP policy utter­ 
ances that make any dent at 
all are those of the so-called 
Republican 
Co - ordinating 
Committee, on which not even 
a third of the party’s gover 
nors are 
represented. 
They 
are swamped by congressional 
leaders and former officehold 
ers like Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York. 
Most of the Republican gov­ 
ernors being moderates, the 
myth had it that they would 
get together in a grand show 
of unity and endorse for presi­ 
dent Michigan's Gov. George 
Romney or some other. 
The real chances 
of 
this 
happening were never more 
than minimal. And Romney’s 
difficulties as 
a 
candidate, 
which clearly have put many 
of the governors off, are only 
a part of the story. 
The underlying fact is that 
the Republican governors lack 
really 
forceful 
leadership. 
They did not have it in Den­ 
ver in December. 1964. and 


they did not gam it by adding 
eight to their number in 1966. 
Tables of organization have 
not done the job for them. 
The myth o f unified governor 
power is rooted in the spec­ 
tacular effort GOP governors 
made for Gen. Dwight Eisen­ 
hower in the 1952 nomination 
fight. That effort was the con­ 
sequence of an unprecedented 
virtuoso performance by the 
then Gov. Dewey, whose lead­ 
ership. personal organization 
and intra-party use of power 
could not possibly be matched 
in 1967-68. 
Many COP governors now 
expect Romney to fail, lf he 
does, it is plain from observ­ 
ing them in this setting that 
they have not conceived step 
one in a plan to promote the 
candidacy of New York's Gov.
